TTAWA,  Feb.  8 <CP). — Finance  Minister  Ilsley  today  told 
the  Mouse  of  Commons  the  Government  proposes  to 


make  $1,000,000,000  worth  of  Canada's  war  production 
directly  available  to  the  United  Nations  during  the  next  fiscal 
year,  either  by  outright  gift,  by  loan  or  under  repayment  plans. 

“No  financial  impediment  should  be  allqwcd  to  interfere 
with  this  sensible  sharing  of  our  war  production.”  said  Mr. 
Ilsley. 

“Therefore,  an  essential  feature  of  this  proposal  is  that  it 
shall  be  good  and  sufficient  consideration  for  transferring  war 
supplies  to  other  United  Nations  that  such  supplies  are  to  be 
used  in  the  joint  and  effective  prosecution  of  the  war.”

Three  years  and  five  weeks  ago  the  first  Cana- 
dian contingent  to  set  foot  In  Great  Britain  In 
this  Conflict  landed  In  England,  on  December  17, 
1930.  As  the  third  anniversary  passed  recently, 
the  Canadians  looked  forward  to  that  day  when 
all  obstacles  will  be  overcome,  all  delays  out- 
walled.  and  they  will  be  at  grips  with  the  enemy, 
preferably  on  his  own  soil.  The  release  of  action 
will  have  come,  and  the  hardest  single  test  of 
human  patience  will  be  at  an  end  at  long  last. 

It  Is  not  generally  realized  that  the  hardest 
discipline  to  which  trained  men  can  be  subjected 
Is  to  wait,  while  elsewhere  the  battle  goes  on.  It 
is  a galling  thing  to  be  in  a zone  of  action,  to  be 
llred  upon,  and  to  have  no  opportunity  for  reply. 
With  few  exceptions.  Canada's  men  overseas  have 
known  that  lot  now  for  three  years  and  five  weeks, 
They  have  given  an  example  of  discipline  that  Is 
perhaps  without  parallel  elsewhere  In  British 
■ rms  Only  a trained  force  could  survive  that 
test  and  remain  a fighting  unit. 

At  this  time  tn  the  last  conflict,  the  Canadians 
had  been  fighting  in  the  tranche*  in  France  and 
Flanders  for  nearly  three  years.  For  months  on  end 
they  had  been  tn  almost  continuous  action,  from 
Ypres  to  the  banks  of  the  Somme.  They  had  taken 
the  measure  of  the  enemy  tn  a dozen  pitched  bat- 
tles, out  of  which  they  had  carried  Canada  s name 
high  They  had  taken  severe  losses  in  the  field,] 
and  hart  reniled  their  nnlt.s  twice  and  three  times 
over.  Zert^  hour  to  them  was  an  old  story,  and 
they  had  become  a mmiy.  hard-hitting  and  ag-  ! 
greasive  force,  with  an  honored  place  at  the  right 
of  the  line. 

Forlune  ordained  differently  this  time  The 
new  First  Canadian  Division  got  to  France  after  , 
France  had  already  fallen.  They  were  withdrawn 
without  coming  Into  conflict  with  the  foe.  For 
months  and  for  years,  as  the  Second  and  other  '

Britain  at  first  hand,  and  did  yeoman  service  In 
it  A few  men  of  the  First  Division  participated 
in  Commando  raids  on  Spitzbergen  and  other 
enemy-held  points,  giving  sn  excellent  account 
of  themselves  there  A larger  forre  from  the 
Second  Division  formed  the  main  hitting  weight 
a i Dieppe,  where,  under  h^elcss  odds,  the  cour- 
age and  stamina  of  these  men  were  graphically 
evidenced.
